Sixth Annual Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools.... 


To the School Board: I submit herewith my third annual report. 

We have been fortunate this year in retaining the services of Miss 
Crosby and Miss Severance in the Village schools. At the Center 
Miss Frieda Rowell succeeded Miss Kate Thompson’ who resigned at 
the end of the year on account of ill health. 


The year’s attendance table shows no gain over last year except in 
the matter of tardiness which has decreased decidedly in the grammar 
room. During the six week’s winter term there was an aggregate 
consecutive absence of sixty-four weeks on the part of fourteen children 
who were sick. Aside from this unfortunate circumstance an excellent 
record could be shown. 


Some of the older children show themselves very careless in the 
matter of punctuality. The parents can assist in bettering this condi- 
tion. It is unfortunate that several girls fourteen years of age have 
left school and are simply remaining at home without any thought or 
desire for further education. This is at bottom due to lack of ambition 
and low ideals. Whether thisis the fault of the school, the home, 
social conditions or other cause, it would seem that some means should 
be provided so that children of this age should do something besides 
drift, especially when such drifting is usually in the direction of early 
and unsatisfactory marriage. In the near-by city of Franklin last year, 
of 104 people who were married, 38 were between the tender ages of 
16 and 21 years, a condition of things which is deplorable when we 
think of the untrained and undeveloped wives and mothers, the half 
supported homes, and the poorly-born children that may result. 

We may well consider the advisability of giving these girls some 
training along the line of cooking, sewing and general home-making, 
not only because of the practical value of these subjects but because 
of the added zest that their study will give to the general school work. 


The recent public meeting held for the consideration of this matter 
seemed to show a decided interest in and sentiment for work of this 
sort for the girls and elementary wood-working for the boys. I hope 
the district may vote a small amount of money for this purpose at its 
annual meeting. Miss Crosby is amply able to begin the sewing with 
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the girls and the superintendent is willing to give out-of-school time to 
direct the work with the boys. Seventy-five to a hundred dollars would 
give this work a good start and school money could not be expended 
for a better purpose. 


The appearance of the school grounds has been much improved by 
the removal of rocks and timber from the west side of the building and 
by the grading of the school lot. The grading and smoothing of the 
front lot should be carefully continued next year until a good lawn is 
developed. Ample ground will remain on the west side for play-ground 
purposes. Two satisfactory drinking fountains have replaced the 
common drinking cup which was abolished at the last session of the 
legislature. The practice of cleaning and fumigating the school-house 


and washing the windows three times a year seems now well estab- 
lished.
